All this happened for a rather curi- 
ous reason, Until 1752 Great Britain 
used the Julian Calendar, Thé com- 
piler of this calendar many centuries 
‘before had not been ablé to measure 
quite accurately the length of a year. 
The result was that as time went on 
the error grew and grew, and if some 
change had not beén made we should 
eventually have been skating when it 
was mid-summer, according to the 
almanack and sun-bathing at official 
Christtas-time. 

Something had to be done, and it 
was decided to cut eleven days out of 
September in 1752, and then to adopt 
a@ new calendar which would render
